ningtoo's great day dawned clear aud 
i/eautii'j! and the surrounding country 
iftr miles emptied its entire population 
'iito town. 


'f'he decorations are elaborate and 


beautiful. 


A mounted Grand-Army post escorted 


1'resideut Harrison from General Mc- 
.L'ulIouRh'ahouBO to the soldiers' home, 
where Governor Page and all the living 
i-j-.-governois greeted him. He then re- 
sumed hia place in his carriage which, 
with othtr vehicles, took their place in 
line. 


At 10 the procession moved, with tho 


Pnfnarn phalanx of Hartford as escort to 
the President, in the van, with a score of 
yiirriajiea following, containing distin- 
trmshed gueits. 


The procession was viewed by thou- 


.-:iads of people, the President receivini: 
great apclausa. Tho President left thu 
line at the receiving stand and the col' 
uinii passed before him. When the pro 
cession reached tho monument the differ- 
Wit commands groupad about it. 


In the meantime the President and 


[•arty, the orator of tho day, Hon. Ed- 
ward J. Phelpg, Governor Page and other 
•iistinguished speakers and guests took 
the President's platform at the base ol 
the monument. 


The introductory address was made by

He waa received with a roar of 
applause. In hia oration he said sub- 
stantially:

tion in this structure of the exertion of 
fifteen yeara, but it is likewise the cen- 
tennial of the entrance of Vermont into 
the federal union. It is appropriate and 
gratifying that the chief magistrate of 
the cation should be oar honored guest 
inorea =

regard for that great office and respect for 
the incumbent who fill it so well, we are 
this day on the Preei .'ent's side."

American i] 
waa selling at the rate oE $!S a sact and 
potatoes brought a high figure. 


The arrival of the steamer at Callao 


on July 31 with her cargo of wheat waa 
:ho signal for much rejoicing arnonc the 
inhabitants, an no wheat had arrived 
^here for twenty-five days. 
American 


gold waa in great demand, 29^ Peruvian 
dollars being paid for $20 gold pieces, 
Saddles were also in demand for sale to 
Balmaceda's forces.

greea on Joly 28 the president In his 
message Bald the government had held 
aloof from the civil war m Chili, aad 
pains would be taken to adhere to thin 
jolicy ia order to avo:d anv cause for 
:om plaint.

The vessels belonging to the insurgent 


fleet which appeared off Valparaiso re- 
cently are reported to have returned to 
he northern provinces. 


Lieutenant-Colonel Almarzar, com- 


manding the cavalry regiments of Co- 
miinbo with his squadrom and company 
of Canpoliean battalion, attacked in Bal- 
lenar on July 10 the forties f the prov- 
ince of Atacauia under O'Valle. Tho re- 
volutionists intrenched themselves in the 
streets of liallenar, hat Colonel Almarzar 
succeeded iu routing them with a loss to 
thor.ebele of 100 killed and wounded, 
and three officers and ten soldiers taken 
prisoners. The xoverntneut tmjps lost 
two men and one officer, and six caralry- 
men wounded. 


Lima papers, representing the views 


of the majority of Peruvians, espouses 
the cause of the Chilean insurgents. 
While affaire in Peru are peaceful it is 
stated that the Peruvian army is being 
armed in spite of a stipulation sitrnftd at. 
the close ot the war between Chili and 
Peru.

negiitiviiiif other legislation, particularly 
the compute >ry educatiou bill, fiuch 
amendment to the laws were favored as 
will absolutely prevent the use of all 
public funds for personal benefit ot pub 
i:c officials. 


The convention reassembled at 2:20

CHICAGO, August 20.-The American 


Wheel company, said to be the largest 
mannfacturers in the world of wheels for 
vehicles, is insolvent and .Noble C. Butler 
has been appointed receiver and has pos- 


ision of the different pJauta of the 


company. The total assets of the com- 
pany are $1,105,000, and liabilities $1,- 
800,000. Stringency of the money mar 
ket and inability to eecum extension of 
obligations caused the collapse. Alt the 
shops and plants of tho company in six 
different states are temporarily closed 
aud 2500 employes made idle. 
Those 


most heavily iireres'ed and who caused 
the appointment, of a receiver assert that 
the company will bs able to liquidate all 
of itfl i.idebtedneeHHnd pay the itock- 
holdera dollar for dollar on their invest- 
ment. 


The company wag unable to issue any 


part of itn nnuaed capi'al stock on which 
it had depended for funds. Its credit be* 
came impaired and U was unable to pay 
large obligations falling duo from day to 
day. 


The bill asking for the appointment of 


a receiver Beta torth that 'the manufac- 
turers of vehicles throughout the coun- 
try are lamely dependent on it for 
wheels, as it supplies seven-eighths 01 
the entire demand ot theconntry. A re- 
ceiver was asked fur in order that the 
plaots might be kept in operation and to 
prevent forced sales at n sacrifice to the 
Jetriinent of employes and creditors, and 
the injury of others. 


None of the officers of the wheel com- 


pany could b.) seen this evening, hut the 
company's attorney, Jacob Newman, 
said that now a receiver had been ap- 
pointed for the whole concern he waa 
sure the embarrassment would last bnt 
two or three months, when business 
would be resumed. 


ATLANTA—The Southern lumber com- 


pany, a corporation worth.about $300,- 
000, with two log mills in south Georgia 
ami owning about 250 arres of timber 
land in that section of thestatu, U now 
!n the hands of a receiver with liabilities 
est mated at$ 125,000. Stringency in the 
lumber market prevented tbe company 
Ir&in paying iti laborers, consequently 
about $15,000 in laborers' liens are about 
to be taken oat.

FALL AND WINTER SQUASHES. 
SAVE THE CORN FODDER. 


Probably no two persons have oome to 


Kreeno for Borne time who have pat so 
many "wheels of toil" in motion as have 
the FiUgenild brot libra, contractors on 
the Mountain railroad. 


At present they have three separate 


gangs of men at work. 
One on the 


grade, another on the track hying and 
the thin! on an outside contract wiihthe 
Tulure street car Hot. 


The last mentioned company of work- 


era has fceeu engaged on the work for 
only three days, but before their bcsy 
picks auil fihovela the bank of panh 
which held the track above tlie fjrade of 
the etrefct has been lowered and the 
earth tdfcen away. 
It baa been damped 


into the vacant lot at the corner of 
Fresno and K street. 


The track has bean torn up from the 


L-orner of Maiipusaand K streO'fl to the 
corner of Tulare and L streets, but oue 
car has been kept running on cither end 
ho that by a short walk through the 
courthouse park the transfer can be 
made. 


A little delay will be caused possibly 


by tbe lack of suitable bolts with whicb 
to replace the track on its preeeiit yrade, 
but these are expected this morning and 
the track can bs replaced as Boon ae the 
men get all the dirt out 01* the way, 
whicn will have to come out. 


TOE GIUDKRS CAM I'. 


On the monnlftin road grade the con- 


tractors bare about seventy men at work 
with teams, Bcrapere, etc. necessary to 
tbe proper buHiIing of the grade. The 
camp of tho graders was moved yester- 
day morning to a point about five or six 
miles northeast of Egeer'a vineyard. 
It 


is now located just this Bide of tbe Gai- 
field district. It is well located with 
plenty oE forage for tbe animals and an 
ample supply of-good water. 


The grading across tbe plains toward 


tbe river is progressing rapidly, and it 
will not be long before tUe 'graders will 
ho finished across the San Joaqum to pet 
at work again on the north pide of tlie 
river beyond O'Neil bridge. 


THE TKACK J.AVK1CS. 


The third gang of men at work under 


the anperintendency of the FitzgcrakU' 
ie busy pntting down raile on the newly 
made grade. 
On Tuesday the SDike 


drivera reached tbe crossing o! tbe Ven- 
tura street line and then waited for a 
day to return over the work already done, 
surfacing and straightening uut tbe work. 


Yesterday they continued their work 


and Inst night had reached the point 
where the line turns to go east from the 
city. They will continue as last as the 
material arrives, and at present there 
seems to be no likelihood that a want 
thereof will be felt. 
The work every- 


where 13 progrcsaitiE as well aa could ba 
expected, and in botb departments of tbe 
railroad work tbe contractor are abend 
of their time. 


AT THK uorxn HOUSE SITE. 


The work of the Southern Pacific road 


at tbo proposed nits of the round houee 
is progressing slowly, but surely; at 
present nio=t of the attentiouof the work- 
men is turned to the coal dump, which 
is situated in tbe block north of tbe place 
where the ronud house will etand. Hun- 
dreds of tons of coal have been unloaded 
there already, covering up the tracks 
over 
which 
it 
was 
brought 
to 


the dump. 
A heavy bulkhead 
has 


been built about 
100 or 
125 feet 


west 
of " he 
main, 
track 
and 


between it aud tbe main track the en- 
tire space ia covered over witb tons anil 
tons of coal for tbe engines of tbe road. 
The method of loading tenders will be 
by derrick which will ran on a. separate 
track and will supply coal to tbe engines 
of the road. 


Tho round house will be located south 


of the coal yard abnnt a block and a 
half, but on tbe weat side of tbe track. 
Bids have been asked for famishing tbe 
material and iron :ind brick, and the 
contract will probably be let today. 


Lost In tho Ciil»rnilu D«ftcrt. 


John McGratb baa received a letter 


under date of Muy 19 from "Walters, oa 
tho Colorado desert, telling of the t$tri- 
ble fate of a miner who bad lost hia way 
oa tbo desert. From tho letter it is 
learned that two parties o£ prospectors, 
Miller and Masters and Bowen and bis 
partner, were together, and that on May 
4 Miller, its he was known, started from 
Cottonwood Spring for Walters to hnnt 
his burro, whicb bad gone astray. He j 
had with him five quurU of water aud j 
provisions for one day. 


Nothing was thought of tho matter, 


and no one dreamed bnt that be got 
through all right. On the llth tbo bal- 
ance of tho party went to Walters, and 
reaching there learned that Miller had 
not been seen. They immediately put 
back to search for him. and found bis 
tracks where he took a. cattlo trail whicb 
would lead him to tho Colorado river, in 
a direction directly opjKJsite to Walters. 
As they had no provisions they could 
not follow tbo trail aud returned to 
Walters. He has been given up for 
dead, as since tho 4th of the month, H 
ho had reached tbo river, he would havo 
bad time to return or to havo written 
back to his companions. 


Bowen sent to Los Angeles to Miller's 


friends to b:ivo them come and search 
for tho missing man, bnfc up to the date 
on which tho letter was written no word 
had been received from them.—San.
